Claims 1, 3, 8-10, 13 and 18 

The subject matters of claims 1, 3, 8-10, 13 and 18 do not appear to be novel. Document 1 ([Claims]) 
cited in the ISR describes an invention concerning a flame-resistant sheet having a flame retarder and a binder 
deposited on a fibrous sheet containing carbon fibers. 

Claims 2 and 19 • 

The subject matters of claims 2 and 19 do not appear to involve an inventive step in view of documents 1 
and 2 cited in the ISR. Document 2 ([Claims]) describes a thermosetting resin such as a phenol resin adhesive 
as a binder used for bonding and fixing a carbon fiber body. 

Claims 4-7 

The subject matters of claims 4-7 do not appear to involve an inventive step in view of documents 1 and 
3 cited in the ISR. Document 3 describes an organopolysiloxane as a flame retarder. 

Claims 11, 12, 14 and 17 

The subject matters of claims 11, 12, 14 and 17 do not appear to involve an inventive step in view of 
documents 1 and 4 cited in the ISR. Document 4 describes an invention concerning a sound-absorbing and heat- 
insulating material in which the fibers of a cotton-like carbon fiber aggregate composed of carbon fibers with an 
average diameter of 0.5 to 5 \im and an average fiber length of 1 to 15 mm are bonded to each other by means 
of a thermosetting resin. 

Claims 15 and 16 

The subject matters of claims 15 and 16 do not appear to involve an inventive step in view of documents 
1-4 cited in the ISR.
